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Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to communication filed 
Apr 5, 2006. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Korean 
Publication 2001 1082990A. 

The Korean Publication discloses a display er (30) 5 a first rotating element (70) connected 
to the display er, a base (21) for the first rotating element to dispose therein, and a second 
rotating element (60, 50) disposed in the base such that both rotating elements rotate 
together. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Korean 
Publication. 

The rotating elements are connected by a fastener (80), which is considered the full and 
obvious equivalent of a bolt. 

The use of threads on the bolt used to secure the rotating elements together is considered 
to be an obvious matter of engineering choice to provide for a stronger attachment means. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the Korea Publication does not disclose the first rotating 
element 70 disposed in the base 21, nor it rotates together with the second rotating 
element. The examiner believes Applicant is reading the claim to specific. The 
first rotating element 70 is disposed in the base 21 via the second rotating element; 
this is enough to meet the clause disposed. Even though the first rotating element 
can rotates independent of the second rotating element, both elements rotate 
together when the second rotating element rotates relative to the base 21 ; again the 
examiner believes this meet the limitation of the claim. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 allowed. 

Claims 10-14, 16 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
